WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP).— 
Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Georgia,

the Treasury approximately 675 
million dollars by promoting re- 
negotiation .of war contracts 
“wherein excessive profits have 


appeared.” | 

He asserted.that the total “by no 
means represents all the savings 
that have accrued or that will ac- 
crue through the activities of the 
committee. The policy of renego- 
tiation and refund has become an 
established one now, and is expect- 
ed to bear increased fruit as the 
war program progresses.” 
_“Renegotiations . already have 
been entered into.by the Navy and 
War departments that will wun- 
doubtedly save sums amounting to 
billions of dollars before the war 
effort is completed,” he said. 
Vinson said the committee’s 
work, begun a year ago, had been 
directed primarily toward reducing 
Navy contract prices, but “inevit- 
ably it involved War Department 
contracts, too, as the great major- 
ity of war contractors now are do- 
ing work for both departments.” 
He referred to three companies

“Admiral Wags didn’t like gun- 
fire,” the Lexington Commander 
said today, “and hid under the 
bed in my emergency cabin during 
the battle. 4 . 

“When I prepared to drop over- 
board the cabin was filled with 
smoke, and I feared Wags had 
suffocated, But I found him stand- 
ing forlornly by the bridge, wait- 
ing for me. 

An orderly tied a life jacket 
around the dog and lowered him 
into the water. He was taken to 
a destroyer, then a cruiser. He 
finally caught up with me in two 
or three days.”

“He will have full authority,” 
said a White House statement, “to 
eliminate all overlapping and dup- 
lication and to discontinue in any 
department any informational ac-~ 
tivity which is not necessary or 
useful to the war effort.” 

While the actual press informa- 
tion services of the individual de- 
partments and agencies will con- 
tinue to remain in such depart- 
ments and agencies,.their.informa- 

b activities will have to con- 
form to the directives of the Of- 
fice of War Information. 

The existing Office of Co-ording- 
tor of Information, exclusive of its 
foreign information service, was 
transferred in a separate military 
order to the United States joint 
chiefs of staff to operate directly 
under their supervision. 

The name of this transferred 
part was changed to the Office of 
Strategic Services, to be headed by 
Donovan. It will continue to per- 
form its functions of “collecting 
secret and strategic information in 
foreign countries and performing 
general. miscellaneous strategic 
services abroad, other than the dis- 
semination of information by 
radio, leaflets, etc. These informa- 
tion functions in foreign countries 
will become part of the functions 
of the new agency—the Office of 
War Information.” 

To assist Davis in his new job 
will be a committee on war in- 
formation policy. He will be the 
chairman of this committee and 
other members will be representa- 
tives of the Secretaries of State, 
War, and Navy, the Joint Psycho- 
logical Warfare Committee, and 
the Co-ordinator of Inter-American 


Affairs.

Say Own Forces Are Now 


Counterattacking — 
Sevastopol Defenders 
Beating Off Repeated 
Axis Charges.

MOSCOW, Sunday, June 14 (AP). 
—Soviet forces meeting the great- 
est Nazi offensive of the year with 
strong counter-action in a narrow 
section ‘on the Kharkov front 
hurled back German tank and in- 
fantry attacks in savage fighting 
all day yesterday, the Russians re- 
ported early today. 

The Soviet Information Bureau 
declared that the Red Army in- 


flicted great losses on the Ger- 


mans. The Nazis were said in 
Russian accounts to be throwing 
men into the continuing battle 


from a huge pool of reserves built 


up after the recent fighting on the 
Kharkov front. 

Accounts’ from the battlefield 
last night said the Red.Army ap- 
peared to have the situation in 
hand after wiping out German 
tank forces which had filtered 
through Russian linés. 

The German command was said 
to be sending fresh soldiers. every 
hour into the Kharkov fighting, 
expending its man power at a fear- 
ful rate, 

Other Sectors. 

Intense land, sea and air actions 
were reported by ‘the Russians 
from other sectors of the long 
front, which, with the Russian-Ger- 
man war almost one year old, is 
seeing some of its most bitter 
fighting. These included: 

1. The valiant Sevastopol garri- 
son still held its ground firmly in 
the face of mounting German at- 
tacks. 

2, Aed Army infantry and ar- 
tillery killed or wounded at least 
900 Germans in an all day battle 
on the Kalinin front northwest of 
Moscow. 

3. A Soviet ship sank a 6000-ton 
enemy ship in the Black Sea near 
Odessa. ) 

4. The Soviet air force on Friday 
sank an enemy motor torpedo boat, 
damaged two submarines and de- 
stroyed or damaged 210 motor 
trucks. 2 

5. Stormovik bombers in a sur- 
prise raid on a railway junction 
wrecked several German military 
trains and returned home. without 
a loss. 

The Russians said that in the 
fighting. around Sevastopol Ger- 
man dead were piling up before 
the still unbroken defenses of the 
Crimean naval base.

“This was caused by the fact 
that the United States entered the 
war, and furthermore, by the de- 
velopment which naval warfare 
has taken since then off the Amer- 
ican seaboard. «Every ship which 
will sail in this area after June 
26 is subjecting itself to destruc- 
tion. 

“The German Government there- 
fore is warning against sailing in 
the hazardous area which extends: 

“From the Belgian coast three 
degrees east, over 62 degrees north, 
three degrees east and 68 degrees

The War Labor Board ordered 125 
strikers at the Arkwright Corpora-

tion textile mills in Fall River, 
Mass. today to return to work Mon- 
day or forfeit their jobs but the 
strikers voted not to return until 
their demands for higher pay are 
granted. 

The board declared that the no- 
strike agreement in war produc- 
tion plants “cannot be flouted by 
a small group of selfish and will- 
ful workers.” William H. Davis, 
chairman. of the board, said that 
the strike, which started last 
Monday, had halted work on war 
material by 800 to 900 other em- 
ployes and that the CIO textile 
union which held exclusive bargain- 
ing rights in the plant had repudi- 
ated the walkout. 

The strike developed over de 
mands of 27 loomchangers for an 
increase from $31.97 to $35 a week. 
Later 98 loomfixers, members of 
an unaffiliated union, struck in 
sympathy. Davis telegraphed each 
striker that he had directed the 
company “to resume full produc- 
tion” Monday and that “if you fail 
to report for work your job will 
be filled.”

SOMEWHERE IN AUSTRA-

short point of view, the war is not 
aimed at sinking units of Japan's 
fleet or even reducing its subma- 
rines to impotence. The purpose, 
rather, is to establish lasting 
peace in Asia which can be done 
only by .depriving the Japanese 
permanently of the sinews of war, 
rubber, oil and metals which Japan 
has seized and still possesses. 

While victories in individual bat- 
tles, either marginal or complete, 
undoubtedly will tend to shorten 
the war, competent officers be- 
lieve that the American public 
should keep in mind that the Pa- 


ern front to a secondary position 
where it was mistakenly placed at 
Prime Minister Churchill's initia- 
tive in January. Victories are 
welcome because they come after 
the long series of defeats from 
Corregidor to Australia but that 
hard road ‘must be retraced and 
every inch of it fought for bitter- 
ly with America carrying the ma- 
jor portion of the burden.

WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP).— 
An American missionary doctor in 
Burma treated 150 battle casualties 
in 24 hours, the War Department 
reported today in recounting’ the 


‘Gordon 8S. Seagrave, Rangoon-born 
Baptist missionary. 

The head of his own Harper Me- 
morial Hospital at Namkhan, Dr. 
Seagrave placed all his facilities 
‘at the disposal of Lieut. Gen. Jo- 
seph W. Stilwell, the American 
Army officer who commanded 
Chinese forces in Burma. 

“With 16 of his nurses, two of 
his jeeps and eight members of 
the Friends Ambulance Corps 
whom he recruited, Dr. Seagrave 
moved behind the Chinese lines 
around Toungoo,” the War De- 
partment said. 

“He had medicines but no other 
doctor to assist him when _ the 
casualties began to come in. Dur- 
ing the heat of the early fighting 
he worked one 24-hour stretch 
with but 90 minutes off, taking 
care of 150 casualties. 

“For two weeks on the Toungoo 
front, Dr. Seagrave worked alone, 
save for the assistance of his Bur- 
mese nurses.” 

Dr, Seagrave and his band of 
nurses, forced to evacuate by the 
advancing enemy, recently made 
their way to India.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 
13.—A method of injecting protein 
directly into the blood of human 
beings and animals was reported 
to the American Medical Associa- 
tion yesterday by Dr. Robert El- 
man, associate professor of sur- 
gery at the Washington University 
Medical School, St. Louis. 

Dr. Elman ‘told of giving pro- 
tein injections in the successful 
treatment of severe bleeding, bad 
burns, poor blood circulation, peri- 
tonitis and some intestinal obstruc- 
tions, all of which result in the 
patient’s loss of protein. 

The normal source of protein 
is food, such as meat, milk and 
eggs, but in certain clinical condi- 
tions, including those mentioned 
by Dr. Elman, the protein leaks 
from the blood into the tissue, 
along with plasma. 

Thus, Dr. Elman pointed out, it 
is possible for a person to suffer 
a protein deficiency although he 

eats enough food. If proteins are 
restored quickly, he said, it: often 
helps greatly in the patient’s re- 


covery. 
Dr. Elman was the first to dis- 


-|cover a-way to restore lost pro- 


teins by injection. Since the body 
cannot assimilate proteins them- 
selves, he detoured this impasse 
by injecting amino acias, which 
are the components of protein. 
‘The method was announced in 
1936. 

There aré 22 amino acids, most 
of which have been isolated in 
pure form and now are commer- 
cially available. They are pre- 
pared in powder form but are 
easily dissolved in water for in- 
jection. 

On the basis of his experiments, 
Dr. Elman concluded, this method 
holds “great promise” as a treat- 
ment for diseases resulting in or 
caused by protein starvation,

Now Rule, Not the Exception. 


That mass production and the assembly 
line are today the rule and not the exception

Battle Life on the Kelly, 

Finally Sunk Off Crete. 

In August, 1939, Lord Louis, then a Cap- 
tain, commissioned the destroyer Kelly, hav- 
ing been previously appointed in command of 
that vessel and of the newly ‘built Fifth: De- 
stroyer Flotilla. In‘ December of that year 
the Kelly was mined in the North Sea but 
Mountbatten brought her back in tow, four 
days and four nights under attack by sub- 
/marines, torpedo boats and aircraft almost 
all the time. One of his junior officers said 
proudly when they had made port: 

“There isn’t another sailor in the world 
who could have done it.” 

The Kelly was recommissioned in time to 
take part, under Mountbatten’s command, in 
the fighting off Norway in April, 1940. The 
following month she was torpedoed off a 
German mine-field but once again her com- 
mander brought her into a British port. 
With the Kelly out of commission, Lord 
Louis transferred from. ship to ship of the 
flotilla in the course of operations in the 
English Channel. 

On Nov. 29 he led the Fifth Destroyer 
Flotilla in a night action against German 
destroyers off Brest. The Nazi ships were 
so badly hit that they never again operated 
in the Channel. On that occasion his flag- 
ship, the Javelin, received two torpedo hits. 

Once again the gallant Kelly was recom- 
missioned and her commander took her over. 
In the spring of 1941 he directed the second 
bombardment of Bengasi., And three weeks 
later he was in the midst of the hell of Crete 
when the terrible lesson of air superiority 
was hammered home. The Kelly was .sunk— 
three times and out—in that desperate battle, 
but Mountbatten and a good part of his crew 
were saved to fight again. 


H ammered Hard 
Aboard Carrier — 


His next command was the aircraft carrier 
Illustrious. The Illustrious took part in one 
of the major sea battles of the Mediterranean 
‘and gave a good account of herself. She 
was, howeyer, badly damaged and Capt. 
Lord Louis brought her limping across the 
Atlantic to Newport News, Va., for repairs. 
That was late last summer and briefly while 
he supervised the work he had a respite from 
the war.

Prince of Wales. Blessed by fortune in more 
ways than one, they had a marvelous time 
in all the gay, bright places where one could 
have a marvelous time. 

He was born Louis Francis Albert Victor 
Nicholas Battenberg on June 25, 1900, at 
Frogmore House in the grounds of Windsor 
Castle. His father was Admiral of the Fleet 
Prince Louis of Battenberg and his mother 
was Princess Victoria who was the eldest 
daughter of Quegn Victoria’s daughter, Prin- 
cess Alice. Through his great-grandmother, 
Queen Victoria, he was a cousin of Edward 
Windsor, Prince of Wales, who had been 
born six years before. In 1917 his father 
relinquished the German Battenberg title 
and was created the first Marquess of 
Milford Haven, at the same time Anglicizing 
his family name to Mountbatten. Thereupon 
his son, then a midshipman in the navy, be- 
came Lord Mountbatten. 

In 1922 he married Edwina Ashley, eldest 
daughter of the first Baron Mount Temple. 
Inheriting the fortune of her grandfather, 
Sir Ernest Cassel, under Britain’s traditioa 
of primogeniture, she became one of the 
richest women in the world. She was blonde 
and ultra-smart, in striking contrast to her 
dark-haired husband who was six feet four. 


Five-Goal Man at Polo 
and Gay Figure in London. 


They enjoyed life enormously, Edwina and 
Dickie. He was a five-goal man at polo. 
She was the first Londoner to hire a Negro 
jazz band for a private dance. They were 
the very bright lights of post-war London. 
Their comings and goings were voluminously 
recorded in gossip columns and society pages. 
They were the bright young people of Evelyn 
Waugh’s novels, abhorring all that was stuffy 
and dull and decorous out of the Victorian 
and Edwardian past. 

With his close friend, the Prince of Wales, 
who had named him his naval aide-de-camp, 
he went on»H. M. S. Renown on a tour of 
India; Japan and the Far Yast in 1921. In 
1924 the Mountbattens came to America with 
the Prince to be feted as few visitors before 
or since have ever been feted. The slightly 
feverish gaiety of the period was stepped up 
a degree or two for the royal party. Long 
Island and Lake Forest outdid themselves. 

Seeing Lord Louis dance until three or 
four in the morning, reading accounts. of 
their gay peregrinations, many people con- 
cluded that he was nothing more than a chi- 
chi naval officer, fine for royal tours and 
grand reviews but to be shelved in the event 
of war. Without saying much about it, Lord 
Louis was all this time grounding himself 
in the complicated business of the modern 
navy. In 1924 he was graduated with top 
marks from the Signal School at Portsmouth 
and the following year he took a course at 
the Royal Naval College at Greenwich. In 
the signal field he advanced rapidly, becom- 
ing senior wireless instructor at the Ports- 
mouth school in 1929. 


Intensive Radio Research 

Produces Useful Invention. 

During this period he did intensive re- 
search in radio. Every new destroyer in the 
Royal Navy is equipped with the most intri- 
cate electrical station-keeping device which 
is called officially a Mountbatten. Lord 
Louis invented it together with a number of 
other devices that the navy uses. From 
1931 to 1933 he was chief fleet wireless 
officer of the Mediterranean fleet. During 
‘this period he established his wife and two 
daughters at Malta. 

When the Prince of Wales became Edward 
VIII, he named untbatten his personal 
naval aide-de-camp, It was in 1936 that 
Lord Louis brought his family back to Lon- 
don to settle down. They had lived pretty 
much all over the world. They commis- 
sioned an American architect, Victor Proetz,

It takes thig almost unbelievable step by offering 
to permit the excluded opinions to be submitted to 
the highest Federal court, if a review is sought by 
the State, but with the amazing proviso that the 
opinions be sealed and be inspected only by the 
Justices of the Supreme Court! 

If the United States Supreme Court accepts any 
such proposition as this, it will indorse and under- | 
write the Missouri Supreme Court’s unprecedented, 
undemocratic policy of suppression. Apparently it 
is just such approval that the State court’s majority 
wants in attempting to drag the dation’s supreme 
judicial body into the Missouri mess. 

This is not the United States Supreme Court's way | 
of conducting the public’s business. It has never 
gone in for suppressing the opinions of its members, 
no matter how bitter the disagreements among Jus- 
tices—and there have been some bitter disagree- 
ments. 

In view of the United States Supreme Court’s 
sense of responsibility, and its conviction that the 
judiciary must function under the eye of public 
scrutiny, it is inconceivable that such a tricky pro- 
cedure as that proposed by the Missouri court will 
be accepted. 

The court at Washington also cannot overlook the 
fact that the suppressed opinions contain material on 
the law and the evidence highly pertinent to the case, 
but which the Jefferson City court proposes to bar 
from the official record unless it is forced to include ) 
it. Needless to say, the United States Supreme Court 
does not submit to having part of the relevant docu- 
ments held out in cases that tome before it for 
review. ! 

The Missouri Supreme Court is opening the way 
for a rebuke by the highest court in the land by 
making such an astounding proposal as this. The 
State has the right of appeal, and it is the obvious 
duty of Attorney General McKittrick to carry a case 
of such public importance, and made even more 
urgent by the majority’s act’ of suppression, to the 
court of last resort. 

It would not be surprising if, when the case comes 
before it, the United States Supreme Court ordered 
the ban to be lifted, and the whole matter brought 
into the open. That assuredly would be the way of 
justice and democracy. 
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NO REST IN THE REICH. 
Hot on the heels of the news from the diplomatic 
front of closer bonds among Russia, Britain and the 
United States come cables announcing the arrival 
of additional American armored units in Ulster, 
The British radio declares that these reinforce- 
ments came in the largest convoy ever to cross the 
North Atlantic. To those who recall the troop move- 
ments of 25 years ago, this is significant, indeed. 
It is a wide-open secret now that there is a second 
front in the making. 
And there is no rest in Berlin, or anywhere in the 
Reich. The Nazi sands begin to run out.

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RUSSIA’S PEARL HARBOR. 

June 22, the first anniversary of the treacherous 
Nazi invasion of Russia, will be observed most fit- 
tingly in the United States. Designated as national 
Aid-to-Russia day, it will be the climax to the Rus- 
sian war relief campaign which seeks funds for 
medical supplies and surgical equipment for Russian 
casualties, both in the armed services and in civilian 
life. 

What Americans in general think about Russia’s 
great fight against Hitler’s mechanized might has 
been well stated by William P. Witherow, president 
of the National Association of Manufacturers—not, 
it hardly needs to be.said, a Communist organization. 
Said Mr. Witherow: 


I frankly do not know where we would be 
without Russia. Nothing in supplies should be 
stinted in support of her great valor in arms. 
She fights for one ideology, we for our ideals— 
both mean self-preservation. 


June 22 will be noteworthy in another connection. 
That, by strange coincidence, is the day on which 
Harry Bridges must appear in Federal Court in 
San Francisco in the start of habeas corpus proceed- 
ings growing out of Attorney General Biddle’s order 
for his deportation as a one-time Communist and 
hence a dangerous alien. . 

It is up to the American people to do all they 
can for Russian relief as their contribution toward 
canceling out Mr. Biddle’s incomprehensible ruling. 
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LOWELLS, CABOTS—AND TOBINS. 


And this is good old Boston, 
The home of the bean and the cod, 
Where the Lowells talk only to Cabots, 
And the Cabots talk only to God. 


So did John Collins Bossidy, in a toast at a 1910 
dinner of the Holy Cross Alumni, tmmortalize the 
snobbery of Back Bay aristocracy, a snobbery directed 
principally at the oncoming Irish. The Brahmins 
, winced when the Irish took over Boston politically, 
and withdrew primly to their drawing rooms and 
teacups and genealogical charts. Not, of course, that 
the Irish cared. 

There is a photograph fn the May issue of Fortune, 
however, to illustrate the old proverb: “The old order 
changeth, yielding place to new.” It shows Charles 
Codman Cabot being hoisted to a table to assume his 
job as chairman of the 1943 Greater Boston United 
War Fund Drive, as the Lowells, Adamses, Hallo- 
wells, Wolcotts, Gardners and Cutlers of the old 
regime look on. Gov. Saltonstall, himself of Back 
Bay, in introducing Cabot, had said that Charlie 
Cabot would make a wonderful chairman and “thank 
goodness, next year the Cabots will have to speak to 
| someone except the Lowells and God.” 

In the room also were Maurice Tobin, Mayor of 
| Boston, and son of an Irish immigrant, seated be- 
) 


tween Cabot and Saltonstall; Mer. Barry of the 
Catholic Charitable Bureau; Louis Kirstein of the 
Associated Jewish Philanthropies; Ernest Johnson 
of the AFL; and various others whose families, 
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Refusal to undo its previous act of suppression 


With the completion of the Missouri murals in the 
new Postoffice, St. Louis acquires another master- 
work of public art—a peer of the nearby Milles 
Fountain. And, while those magnificent bronzes 
portray in fanciful allegory the marriage of the Mis- 
souri and the Mississippi, the Postoffice paintings 
are even more indigenous, being a direct statement 
of the story of Missouri. 

The frescoes, which are the fruition of two years 
of steady work and much study, have added cubits 
to the stature of their painters, Edward Millman 
and Mitchell Siporin, already well recognized with 
prizes and the hanging of their easel works in the 
Metropolitan, the Museum of Modern Art, the 
Whitney, the Chicago Art Ingtitute./ Already, these 
splendid panels have become the object of pilgrimages 
by scores of artists. 

But their richness and meaning for the people of 
St. Louis does not lie merely in their technical 
merits or the acclaim the artists are receiving. 
These values stem out of their interpretation of 
the history of Missouri. Arranged in classical but 
unforced triptych pattern, the panels begin with 
Laclede, the fur traders and the Indians and go on 
in a monumental procession of the George Rogers 
Clark expedition, the lowering of the fleur-de-lis 
after the Louisiana Purchase, the Missouri Compro- 
mise and the first Constitutional Convention, the 
Dred Scott decision, the Civil War, Caleb Bingham, 
Carl Schurz, Joseph Pulitzer, Mark Twain and so on. 

While the log cabin, the flatboat and the other 
“props” of the Missouri scene have their natural 
places, these paintings are not the conventional slap- 


dash pictures of old river packets steaming past |' 


lush meadows. True, the river flows in the back- 
ground of all the panels like a ribbon binding them 
together, but it is not a ribbon of baby blue. It- 
has a hard, intense color, and there is a vibrant, 
red-tinged sky over it. 

The landscape of these paintings is as. dynamic 
and as forceful as their men and women—for, to the 
painters, their subject is full of the struggle for a 
free and happy life here in the valley of the great 
rivers—a theme with universal appeal. On this 
plaster, which will retain their pristine colors for 
centuries, they did not daub graceful, easy costume 
scenes. They painted with a full feeling of destiny. 
They were faithful to the verse of Walt Whitman 
which they inscribed on one of the walls: 


Others may praise what they like; 

But I, from the banks of the running Missouri, 
praise nothing in art or aught else, 

Till it has well inhaled the atmosphere of this 
river, also the Western prairie scent, 

And exudes it all again. 
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CHURCH AND STATE ARE SEPARATE. 

Money -collected through public tax channels from 
persons of differing denominations may not be used 
for the assistance of any one sect, even though the 
purpose is to carry on education under religious 
auspices which the community as a whole supports. 
This is the en banc decision of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, which reaffirms the ruling of Division No. 1 
a year ago in the case of the St. Cecelia Catholic 
School in the village of Meta, Osage County. 

It is the only ruling possible under the Missouri 
Constitution which, as Justice Douglas points out 
in his opinion, hag “decreed the absolute separation 
of church and state, not only in governmental mat- 
ters, but in educational ones as well.” 

No doubt it would be a convenience in Meta, and 
generally approved in the community, to employ tax 
funds to sustain the parochial school, But the con- 
venience of a few communities cannot be set above 
the welfare of the people of the State as a whole. 
Such a policy would open the way for control and 
oppression of religious groups by the State, with the 
result that those who now favor it would, in all 
probability, be the first to oppose its unrestrained 
application. 
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WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 

Somebody is responsible for the shoddy construc- 
tion of those Missouri State buildings which are al- 
ready going to pieces, even though they were com- 
pleted only four years ago, under the $17,000,000 
State building program. The one assignment above 
all others before’ the board of inquiry which Gov. 
Donnell has ordered is to fix that responsibility on 
a specific person or persons. What is needed is a 
certain and definite naming of names so penalties 
may be assessed and enforced. . 

For fit is now apparent that there are men in this 
State so selfish that they would cheat the taxpayers 
on construction for the State’s mentally helpless and 
physically handicapped. Who are these gougers? 
Gov. Donnell’s determination in the matter indicates 
that he will not be satisfied until their identity is 
published throughout the State. 
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FALL OF CHUHSIEN. 

The fall of Chuhsten is a serious loss to the Chi- 
nese, even though ft may have cost the Japanese 
many casualties in the nine-day battle. Chuhsien is 
an important rail center, and as an air station it 
has been even more important to the defending 
armies of Gen. Chiang Kai-shek. Moreover, if the 
Japanese suffered heavy losses in the attack, it is 
certain also that the Chinese were not without their 
own losses in their withdrawing action. 

How grave China’s military plight is becoming 
can be judged from the demand of the Chungking 
press for a Russian attack on Japan to force the 
Japanese to devote some of their arms to another 
front. This is the first time such a proposal has 
been heard from the long-suffering Chinese. Yet it 
is wholly understandable, even if the Russians may 
have all they can do in fighting the Nazis on the 
Eastern front. 

China may now be making a last stand in its war 
of many fronts. If the Japanese can knock ont 
China, of even effectively isolate it from ite allies, 
the war will be prolonged no one knows how long— 
certainly the Pacific phase. 

What ‘is vital now is that everything be done 
| which can be done to sustain China. There is still

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HE future of the private enterprise 

system, in the belief of many indus- 

trialists and financial conservatives, is 
at stake in the kind of peace settlement 
that follows this war. Nothing like a scare 
has swept over conservative’ interests, yet 
the vast scope of Government controls 
brought about by the war in the national 
economy is forcing many to get their bear- 
ings, if possible, in relation to post-war de- 
velopments. : 

The British situation is much the same. 
The London correspondent of the Wall 
Street Journal recently referred to the nota- 
ble address of Vice-President Wallace. 

“Vice-President Wallace’s speech calling 
for an after-the-war leveling up of living 
standards throughout the nations of the 
world elicited much support and praise in 
Britain, But, »;when it comes to working 
out the concrete details, there is a com- 
plete lack of agreement on the scope and 
functions of government and private enter- 
prise both nationally and internationally in 
attaining such an ideal.” 


Felix Morley, the economist president of 
Haverford College, illuminates the underly- 
ing issue between “limited” and “unlim- 
ited,” or Utopian, objectives in saying that, 
while totalitarianism as a political and 
economic system is doubtless essential to 
success in war in our time: 

“Nevertheless, and much more than is 
the case in Great Britain, it rests with our 
own Government to decide whether this 
totalitarian phase shall be a passing epi- 
sode, or shall. become established national 
policy. If we are content with limited war 
objectives, the developing state controls 
may prove transient. 

“If, on the other hand, the goal is writ- 
ten in terms of ‘an American century,’ to- 
talitarianism as a settled! philosophy may 
well be necessary in order fully to mobilize 
} and maintain our resources for the colossal 
task that phrase implies.” 

Implicit in Mr. Morley’s statement is the 
thought that, if the United States is to 
| steer the post-war world into an economic 
as well as a political Utopia, the return to 
a private enterprise system in this coun- 
try, fairly free from Government controls, 
‘will be impossible, If Mr. Wallace insists 
that the mission of the United States is to 
see that every child on earth gets a pint of 
milk a day, Mr. Morley’s reply is that it 
can’t be dome under the private enterprise 
system.

| So far as the Roosevelt administration 
is concerned, the issue may never become 
acute enough to be embarrassing, not to 
say disruptive, however shrill becomes the 
charge that the New Dealers seek to es- 
tablish a New Deal for the whole world at 
the expense of the American people. One 
may find vague suggestions in the Atlantic 
Charter and in President Roosevelt's “four 
freedoms” supporting a crusade for the 
Utopian objectives which appall President 
Conant of Harvard. But the administra- 
tion is a long way from getting down to 
brass tacks. 

Under Secretary Sumner Welles’ Memo- 
rial day address was anti-imperialist, 
democratic doctrine, .but it carried by im- 
plication no menace to the economics of 
free enterprise in world reconstruction. 
Secretary Hull is exactly where he was be- 
fore the war in his attachment to a 
capitalist system with comparative freedom 
in international trade. 

Milo’-Perkins, executive director of the 
Board of Economic Warfare, has empha- 
sized the “coming opportunities for our 
profit system.” The greatest untapped mar- 
kets industrial capitalism has ever known 
will open up before us, Mr. Perkins said. 


But the Assistant Attorney-General, Thur- 
man Arnold, is almost talking his head off 
in favor of free enterprise and private ini- 
tiative. He has even written a book dedi- 
cated to the thesis, which is not in the 
least inconsistent theoretically with his oc- 
cupation of enforcement officer for the 
anti-trust law. While Mr. Arnold is the 
deadly foe of monopolistic cartels and 
trusts, he had this to say this week in an 
address at New York: 

“In. making the capitalistic system suf- 
ficiently successful to win the war, this 
country will make it a system where the 
consumer dollar is worth more and where 
a farmer can get more for his product.” 

The British Labor party has a distinct 
Socialist slant that is not discernible in 
the Roosevelt administration as now or- 
ganized—certainly not in the utterances of 
its policy-making and  policy-enforcing 
members. Yet there is an issue in the mak- 
ing.

Up to the U. S. 


There is only one reservoir from 
which enough men, ships and 
planes could be obtained for opera- 
tions—namely, the United States. 
When the United State is able to 
produce sufficient forces of men, 
ships, planes and: weapons to join 
with the British in an invasion at- 
tempt, with a reasonable chance 
of success, then invasion will take 
place. This will happen some day. 
When, it is impossible to say. 

A very ambitio invasion at- 
tempt which woul compel the 
Germans to divert troops from the 
East would help the Russians and 
might give the Western Allies an 
opening for a major blow which 
they hope to strike right into Ger- 
many’s vitals. A patched-up ex- 
pedition which could be repelled 
by the Germans without a serious 
rearrangement of their forces 
would not help the Russians and 
would seriously damage American 
and British morale. 

Some chances will have to be 
taken, no matter when the inva- 
sion is attempted, and in certain 
circumstances Britis h-American 
forces would be willing to take 
greater chances than they would in 
others.

What everybody agrees is that a 
second front is eminently desirable 
and that it must be established at 
the first possible moment.

|English Press Views Russian Pact 


As Bar to Future European Wars 


Daily Herald Terms Treaty a ‘Marriage,’ and 
Says Task of Unifying Policies for Victory 
and Peace Must Be Pressed.

LONDON, June 13. 


HE implications of the English-Soviet treaty continued to receive 
widespread attention today in the British press, which concen- 
trates on the measures needed to make the treaty most effective. 
It ig evident the treaty is not regarded as merely a good wartime 
expedient, but as marking an historical turning point in relations be- 


tween European nations. 

The Manchester Guardian pays 
tribute to Ivan M, Maisky, Soviet 
Ambassador here, whose role is 
likened to that played by Cambon 
in British-French: relations at the 
beginning of the century. It also 
recalls the efforts made by David 
Lloyd George, at the end of the 
last war, to bring Russia to the 
peace table. What the effects 
might have been on European his- 
tory can only be guessed, both the 
Guardian and the London Dally 
Herald suggest. 

The Herald salys: “These two na- 
tions, after 20 years of mutual mis- 
understanding, have agreed upon 
20 years of accord. The penalty of 
those 20 years of misunderstanding 
was a second world war. If Britain 
and Russia had come to terms, 
even 10 years ago, Europe would 
be at peace today. And if Britain 
and Russia make proper use of 20 
fat years, there will be no war 
hereafter.” 


Basis of Mutual Confidence. 

Guardian draws attention to 
the’ difference between the En- 
glish-Soviet agreement concluded 
last year and the treaty of today. 
The agreement was merely recogni- 
tion of the common danger, while 
the present treaty is based on mu- 
tual confidence. 

“Today it is easy enough for 
Russia and Britain to have the 
same feeling about the state of the 
world, even if there are marked 
differences between their ways of 
life,’ it continues. “To both of 
them it is essential that the world 
should be saved from the danger 
of universal tyranny. For both of 
them their own progress and their 
own humane ideals depend on the 
success or failure in creating & 
free and orderly Europe in place 
of the gangster Europe that Hitler 
seeks to set up.” 

The Guardian then points out 
the British suspicion of com-

alliance are the subject of much 
thought here. In the past, mutual 
suspicions made it difficult for the 
British and the Russians to gain 
as much from each other’s experi- 
ences as might have been done. 
Despite the fact that both have 
been fighting the same war for 
nearly a year, there has never been 
established as close co-dperation 
as existed between Britain and the 
United States even before the 
United States wag at war. The 
British had no secrets from the 
American general staff and the 
United States armed forces have 
been able to take advantage of all 
the British experience, innovations 
and inventions. This has been pos- 
sible only in a limited way be 
tween the British and the Rus 
sians, 


It is to be hoped that the treaty 
will inaugurate a new era in which 
there is a mutual exchange of in- 
formation. In the past the Russians 
have felt—perhaps with good rea- 
son— that the British were indis- 
creet. The British at times, be 
fore Dec. 7 of last year, felt the 
same way about the Americans, 
and there were several occasions 
when news leaked out in America 
which the British were anxious to 
keep secret. Since the United 
States’ entry into the war there 
has been no such trouble. 


Molotov Secret Well Kept. 


On the secrecy side the success 
with which Soviet Foreign Com- 
missar Viacheslay M. Molotov’s 
visits both here and in Washing- 
ton, were kept secret must have 
done much to dispel the Russians’ 
uneasiness on that score. It may, 
and it is felt here strongly that 
it should, lead to a greater free- 
dom in the exchange of itnforma- 
tion, 

British military missions may 
now have greater opportunities to 
know how the battles are going in 
Russia and be forced to spend less 
time going to the ballet in Moscow. 
It is clear that the most efficient 
disposition of the forces and sup- 
plies at the disposal of the United 
Nations can only be made if the 
fullest information is available on 
the course of the war on various 
fronts and on the situation inside 
any particular Allied nation.

Finns Worried 
Over Future 
If Allies Win

RESS reports from Finland to- 

day unanimously indicate as 

the first consequence of the 
Anglo-Russian treaty a strong 
feeling of “uneasiness” concerning 
the future of this war-weary coun- 
try in case of an allied victory, as 
well as diverging opinions in Hel- 
sinki political circles regarding the 
attitude that Finland should now 
adopt in continuing the war. 


Finnish circles are convinced 
the country has merely been 
treated as a pawn in the great 
powers’ “latest game.” The Finns 
are not clear whether their coun- 
try is included among “territorial 
acquisitions” solemnly renounced 
by Russia. 

Der Bund, Bern newspaper, hints 
the position of Finland as well as 
the Baltic countries remains “un- 
settled” under the terms of the 
agreement, as these countries 
were inside the Russian Czarist 
frontiers before 1918. ' 


Attitude Toward U. S. 

The first sign of Finnish anxiety 
appears in a Helsinki dispatch to- 
day emphasizing the country’s de 
sire to maintain diplomatic rela- 
tions with the United States, but 
“not at any price.” Another re 
port stresses that Finland’s fron- 
tiers under the 1939 Finnish-Rus- 
sian agreement are “unacceptable.” 

The seriousness of these Finnish 
reactions cannot be overlooked, as 
they coincide with preparations 
for a German offensive against 
Murmansk, 


Reports to this effect have been 
crowding into Switzerland lately. 
The Stockholm correspondent. of 
Neue Zuercher Zeitung (Zurich) 
two days ago mentioned that Ger- 
manhy’s naval commander-in-chief, 
Admiral Erich Raeder, had been in 
Norway during the last weeks in- 
specting “several German warships 
and troop units” in the North and 
Central parts of the country.

Need for Carriers.

Carriers will comprise 500,- 
000 tons, and the remainder will 
be cruisers, destroyers and de 
stroyer escort vessels, all of which 
are required as carrier escorts. 

“The war in the Atlantic is @ 
submarine war, and the war in the 
Pacific is an airplane war,” says 
Vinson. “But both must be fought 
largely with planes—patrol planes 
to spot and destroy submarines in 
the Atlantic, carrier-based planes 
to act as a striking force in the 
Pacific.” 

The value of the aircraft carrier 
has been heatedly argued ever since 
the last months of the World War. 
Its opponents have claimed that 
planes could never sink battle- 
ships; that carriers were too easily 
sunk, being lightly armored and 
vulnerable; that the carriers with 
their planes could never equal the 
striking force of the battleship.

What if the carrier or carriers are 
sunk, and their planes must flee 
or crash? If enemy battleships 
are being engaged, battleships — 
with their long-range guns, firing 
deeply penetrating explosives—will 
be needed to oppose them. 

They predict that some great 
naval battle of the future will thus 
turn into an old-fashioned slug- 
ging match between two or more 
dreadnoughts. As long as the 
enemy has such ships, we'll need 
them, too, they say. But, it is 
freely predicted, battleships can- 
not operate without the protection 
of a carrier's planes.

Country's Largest Spy Ring Was

WASHINGTON, June 13. 
RUTH is strangér than fiction, 
Te is almost beyond the realm 
of imagination to conceive of 
an American citizen being im- 
pressed into the German Gestapo, 
Yet the records of the Federal 


Bureau of Investigation bear evi- 


dence that it happened. The true 
story of the mis-named “Ducase” 
departs from the field of fiction 
for the simple reason that no read- 
er would believe the incredible 
facts. Take a look at the record. 

The F. B. I. first heard of Wil- 
liam Gottlieb Sebold when the 
American consul at Cologne. sent 
word that Sebold had obtained a 
new passport to return from Ger- 
many to replace his lost at Mul- 
heim. In the course of his inter- 
view with the consul, he had mut- 
tered quickly from the corner of 
his mouth: . 

“Have the G-men pick me up 
when I get back.” 

His departure several months 
later from Genoa, Italy, was duly 
reported and when his ship an- 
chored at quarantine in New York 
Harbor, agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation found him 
in his stateroom. There he gave 
an account that taxed even the 
credulity of the experienced in- 
vestigators of the F..B. 1. 

A naturalized citizen of the 
United States, former private in 
the first World War in the Engi- 
neering Corps, Imperial German 
Army, Sebold had returned to Ger- 
many to visit his mother at Mul- 
heim. As he descended the gang- 
plank at Hamburg, a stranger 
swung into step beside him, pressed 
close and whispered: 

“You will wait to hear from us 
in the near future.” 

Sebold traveled on to Mulheim 
and rejoined his aged mother. In 
need of funds, he obtained em- 
ployment as a skilled mechanic 
with the Sieman Schukert Co., a 
firm engaged in construction of 
steam turbines under consignment 
from the Westinghouse Electric 
Co. of the United States. Shortly 
after he went to work he received 
a letter informing him that “Dr. 
Gassner” had a matter of major 
importance to discuss with him, 
With a free man’s fear of anony- 
mous communication, Sebold re- 


ported the letter to police, who 


sent him to the office of the Ges- 
tapo. He was told to receive “Dr. 
Gassner.” 

A few weeks later “Dr, Gassner” 
visited him. The doctor was in- 
terested in obtaining information 
concerning the production of mili- 
tary planes and equipment in the 
United States. He displayed an 
amazing familiarity with Sebold’s 
career as a former employe of 
American plants engaged in air- 
craft production, and after long 
conversation urged Sebold to re- 
turn to the United States as an 
espionage agent for “our society.” 
The American, whose parentage 
was not purely Aryan, was non- 
committal. : 

x *« * 

HEN Sebold returned to his 
W hotel after his interview with 

Dr, Gassner, his passport was 
missing, and he knew then he was 
in the clutches of the dreaded Ges- 
tapo. Dr. Gassner, accompanied by 
Nicholaus Adolph Fritz Ritttér of 
the German Secret Service, 
charged with supervision of the 
activities of Nazi agents abroad, 
visited him a few weeks later. 
Relatives of Sebold’s maternal 
grandfather, in Germany, were 
Jewish, they recalled. He agreed 
to act as an espionage agent for 
the Reich in the’ United States. 

Sebold forthwith reported at the 
Klopstock Pension at Hamburg, 
quarters of espionage agents in 
training for assignment as spies 
throughout the world. The daugh- 
ter of the pair who operated his 
living quarters had lived for many 
years in the United States, and 
knew, or thought shé knew, the 
problems with which he might be 
confronted. 

It was here that Sebold received 
instruction in the preparation of 
coded messages and in the use of 
the Leica camera for preparations 
of microphotographs of plans, maps 
and other items not fitted for 
transmission in brief messages; it 
was suggested that he employ a 
short-wave radio operator and es- 
tablish communication directly 
with Germany; that he join the 
National Guard and obtain any- 
thing general as to military forces, 
ship movements, or other items of 
interest contained in newspaper 
clippings or overheard in conver- 
sation. . , 

His training course at Hambu 
completed, he was,permitted to re- 
turn home. In the back of his 
watch case were five microphoto- 
graphs, reduced to a size no larger 
than a postage stamp. One con- 
tained instructions as to the prepa- 
ration of a code to be used in com- 
municating with his German prin- 
cipals, while another listed data 
Sebold was to obtain. The three 
additional microphotographs were 
to be turned over to other Ger- 
man agents in the United States, 
listed as Col. Fritz Duquesne, Lilly 
Stein and Everett Roeder. He also 


get in touch with Herman Lang, 
an inspector for the firm manu- 
ufacturing an extremely secret 
bombsight. 

After F. B. I. agents heard his 
account, he was directed to a lodg- 
ing house and permitted to leave 
the ship. But as he went down the 
gangplank, a nod from an agent at

the rail identified him to men be- 
low, who watched his every move 
for two days without his knowl- 
edge. Satisfied Sebold had  fol- 
lowed instructions thus far, the 
F. B. I. re-established relations. 
From $1000 supplied him by the 
German officers, he was permitted 
to establish more comfortable quar- 
ters but not to purchase the Leica 
camera they had instructed him to 
buy. 

His first chore was to present 
his credentials to Lilly Stein, 232 
Eest Seventy-ninth street, as di- 
rected by the Nazis. 


ILLY ARA CAROLA 
L STEIN, the F. B. I. learned, 
“ was 26 years old, good-looking, 
Vienna-born, and lived by vicarious 
means at 232 East Seventy-ninth 
street, New York City. Although 
well born in Austria, her finances 
were limited, and she had attempt- 
ed to borrow money from an em- 
ploye of the German Consulate. 

Claiming to be partly Jewish, 
she emigrated to this country in 
1939, asserting her intention to 
become a citizen less than a year 
later. She was an old friend of 
Heinrich Sorau, who had helped 
train Sebold in the work of the 
Gestapo, and who enrolled her in 
the German espionage service with 
early assignments to Belgium and 
England. Finally, she was assigned 
to the United States. 

To Lilly Stein, Sebold presented 
the following note transcribed 
from his microphotograph by the 
F. Bi hs 

“Dear Miss Stein: I have met 
your friend Heinrich and I have 
regardse from JBachhenkel and 
Grinzing to extend to you. I shall 
be glad if I can extend them per- 
sonally and beg you to advise me 
of the time and place I can meet 
you. Harry Sawyer.” 

He also delivered the micromes- 
gage to Miss Stein which, despite 
its miniature proportions, disclosed 
the German Government required 
information as to whether Inter- 
national Telephone & Telegraph 
Co, had offered French and Brit- 
ish agents new methods of bomb- 
ing; if whereabouts of a French 
manufacturing plant at Montreal 


could be determined; about a pro- 


fessor said to have developed a 
new type of anti-aircraft weapon; 
if a shell with an “electric eye” was 
being manufactured in the U. 8. 
They wanted to know about de- 
velopments in aircraft; details of 
preparations for bacteriological 
warfare in the United States; if 
units of the regular Army and 
Navy were being sent abroad as 
“volunteers,” information concern- 
ing mobilization and shipping of 
war supplies to Europe, includ-

used in reply was attached. 

After the F. B. I. had recorded 
these messages, Sebold phoned Miss 
Stein: 

“Tl bring you greetings from 
Bachhenkel and Grinzing.” He 
made an appointment to meet at 
her Seventy-ninth street apart- 
ment, and presented the note. She 
obtained a mounted magnifying 
glass and applying it to the micro- 
message, said: 

“I can read it well.” 


x * * 
URING various visits with Se- 
bold she confided that she was 
employed by a counter-espion- 
age organization in Germany and 
that she had been so engaged in 
England and Belgium. She told him 
of a prominent American with 
whom she had become sentimental- 
ly entangled in Europe who would 
supply her with information on his 
early expected return to the United 
States. She said she was having 
difficulty in communicating with 
Nazi headquarters, and as a result 
her salary was in arrears. 
Sebold, meanwhile, carrying out 
the instructions of his Gestapo 
mentors secured a radio station— 
it was erected by the F. B. I. and 
soon it was in operation to handle 
urgent messages to Germany. Even 
the loyal Sebold was unaware that 
the operator he engaged for the 
work was an agent of the Federal 
Bureau. of Investigation. Lilly 
Stein accepted Sebold’s offer to 
send messages. Her first urgent 
cry was: 
“Stein says must have money 
quick.” :

Thirty-two names 
came to light, and precise legal 
evidence was gathered by agents of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion sufficient to convict them of 
espionage. ; 

It was determined that Roeder, 
American born, an expert on fire- 
arms, was delivering information 
gained in that connection to Sebold 
for transmission via short wave 
radio to the Nazis; Duquesne, a 
professional spy for the highest 
bidder, was supplying information 
he picked up here and there from 
loose talkers and braggarts in Gov- 
ernment service; evidence Was 
gathered against Lang of the bomb- 
sight plant, and others who ulti- 
mately sought to clear their infor- 
mation by Nazi instruction through 
“Harry Sawyer.” : 

Secretly, the F. B. I. took motion 
pictures of members of the spy 
ring when each arrived at Sebold’s 
quarters to pass along messages of 
vital concern to the German Gov- 
ernment, After these messages had

The 
case seemed complete with 32 in

UT again the patience of the 
B F. B. I. was rewarded. One day 
Sebold received an urgent call 
from Lilly and visited her at her 
apartment. She turned over a letter 
postmarked Detroit, containing im- 
portant and accurate information 
on production of the aviation in- 
dustry in that area, with particular 
emphasis concerning developments 
in Diesel engines. Lilly Stein said 
the letter came as a surprise to 
her, that she was unaware of the 
identity of the sender and that 
she knew no one in Detroit. The 
letter was signed “Heinrich.” She 
was acquainted with no Heinrich 
in America, she said, but perhaps 
it was intended that Sawyer 
the information to Berlin. Sebold 
agreed. 

“Who,” the woman spy asked 
Sebold, “is Heinrich?” 

A few hours later the same cry 
rang through the halls of F. B. L 
headquarters at Washington, 

Who is Heinrich? 

“The “Ducase,” so named only 
because Duquesne, professional in- 
ternational spy, headed the list 
handed by the Gestapo to Sebold 
of persons he was to contact in 
the United States, could not be 
closed until “Heinrich’s” identity 
was established. The investigation 
to fihd the industrial master mind 
of the largest spy ring in the 
country began.

Scores of 
old recipes having been handed 
down from grandmother to grand- 
daughter for generations past, a 
goodly sum of which are depend- 
ent for rare aroma upon the lit- 
tle green flecks of one or more 
members of the herb family. — 

You too, can become an adven- 
turesome cook. You need only go 
along the garden path, pick off a 
few sprigs of this, and a few sprigs 
of that—to put dash into your 
favorite recipe. Experiment! In 
the end you will discover herb 
combinations that will tickle the 
palate, and if you use discretion, 
right from the start, just as you 
would with salt and pepper, then 
you are on the royal road to ro- 
mance in cookery. For herbs are 
the aristocrets of the vegetable 
kingdom. 

They more or less fit themselves 
into two groups—les fines herbes— 
as the French would say—or the 
fine herbs, and the robust or stal- 
wart herbs.. The fine herbs that 
go into the seasoning of the cuisine 
of today are sweet basil, sweet 
marjoram,’ chervil or parsley, 
thyme, rosemary, tarragon, savory, 
and often the lowly chive. These 
herbs are dominating in flavor and 
are traditionally associated with 
certain dishes, either as a group, 
part of a group or individually. 
There is no set rule for their use 
~—merely the flavor that is most 
satisfying. Chives, and parsley or 
chervil are generally taken for 
granted as part of the finely 
minced combination, in which four 
or five herbs are used. I have 
found the following to be excelient 
combinations, depending of coursé,

Four and three-fourths cups all- 
purpose flour, one teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one-third cup light corn sy- 


rup, three tablespoons water, .one |, 


cup sugar, one teaspoon ginger, one 
teaspoon cloves, one and a half 
teaspoon baking soda, one-half cup 
shortening (half butter), one egg, 
beaten. 

Sift flour, measure, and resift 
twice with cinnamon. Bring corn 
syrup, water and sugar to a boil, 
Add ginger, cloves and soda to hot 
syrup, and stir until thoroughly 
blended; then pour over the butter. 
Add beaten egg and beat well, Add 
sifted. flour mixture and stir un- 
til well mixed. Roll our chilled 
dough in small portions and atir 
until well mixed. Roll out chilled 
dough in small portions on a light- 
ly floured board, to about one- 
eighth inch thickness; cut eut with 
fancy cookie cutters. Transfer to 
buttered baking sheets and bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
Fahrenheit) for seven or eight 
minutes, or until nicely browned.

King of the Comics 
At Least for Now

T may take a dozen men to write Bob Hope’s stuff for him, it may 
1* take 13. And with all his radio, motion picture, army camp 

engagements and golf games, what we call “Bob Hope” may be 
more a corporation than an individual. But whatever it is that goes 
by that name, it is just about the top mirth-maker in the business. 
For verification, see Exhibit A of the movie week, which happens to be 
“My Favorite Blonde,” at the Fox Theater. 

This slapstick spy thriller, in which Hope is co-starred with Mad- 
eleine Carroll, not only gives some distinction to a holdover, move- 
over and warm-over film week in St. Louis but reaches a new high 
for the bright-cracking comedian from Cleveland, O. 

The gags are good and the gagmen, when paid off some Satur- 
day night, should get at least enough extra to pay the tax on a few 
luxuries. But gags are not all that make “My Favorite Blonde” a 
hilarious pastime—far from it, Some of the best scenes in the show 
are almost pure pantomime—such as that in a club car on a train, 
where Hope is surrounded by Nazi agents and fidgets and whistles 
until the conductor gets him out of it. 

Equally good is a purely slapstick episode in a Chicago apartment 
hotel in which Hope and Miss Carroll toss all the furnishings at each 
other in an effort to bring the police to the scene and provide them 
safe escort past the plotters against liberty, democracy and that sort 
of thing. 

Throughout its length, “My Favorite Blonde” has that happy-go- 
lucky combination of fortune and misfortune that is ideal for this 
type of screen comedy and Hope doesn’t miss a trick. And again to 
prove just how good the gentleman is at rattling off his bright cracks, 
try to tell a few at home yourself. No, on second thought, just tell 
your friends to go see the picture themselves. 


Plenty of Competition, 
When It's Competing 


NSAFE as it is to call anybody but Orson Welles the leader in 
[Js own particular field of movie endeavor, as of today Hope 

still appears to rise a head above other movie comics. This takes 
into account W. C. Fields, of course, magnificent despite the incoher- 
ence of his screen plays, and Charlie Chaplin, who can reclaim his 
crown whenever he chooses. It says that Lou Costello, Jack Benny 
and Donald Duck are pretty good, too. But it still hands the award 
to Bob Hope as the guy who is really delivering. 


The surprising thing ts that Hope is one of the newer actors of the 
screen and presumably may rise to greater importance as time goes 
on. Ten years ago,the comedian had already started his career in 
vaudeville but so far as motion pictures were concerned, nobody had 
heard of him. 


It was as recent as eight years ago that-he made his first appear- 
ances before the cameras, in short subjects and not until 1988 that he 
entered feature pictures. Even then the going was slow for a 
while. It may well be agreed that it was radio that made his style of 


humor known through the country and gavé him the’ boost to top 
shelf, 


“The Cat and the Canary” (1939), “The Ghost Breakers” (1940), 
“Caught in the Draft” (1941) and now “My Favorite Blonde” have been 
the milestones of.a steadily improving éareer. If “Road to Singapore,”

many, usually that. Bob wasn’t called upon to carry the weight of the 
show but had the ecompetition of others who have their own special 
techniques and abilities—Bing Crosby or Victor Moore.

If You Have a Commercial 


ADIO comedians are not always acceptable in screen presentation 

—as, for example, compare Fibber McGee's and Molly’s and Charlie 

McCarthy’s ratings in the two mediums—but where a fellow like 
Bob Hope, Lou Costello, Jack Benny, Red Skelton or Milton Berle takes 
care to work both sides of the boulevard, he usually does pretty well. 


In fact, it is perhaps characteristic of this era that a first-rate pic- 
ture clown needs radio appearances to keep building up his public. Sim- 
flarly a radio headliner can well afford to take his screen appearances 
seriously, tq protect his network reputation, And one has only to take 
into account that Hope is here this week in “My Favorite Blonde,” Skel- 
ton in “Ship Ahoy” and that Abbott and Costello are coming next

Summer Season 
INAL abandonment of plans 
F for a summer season at the 
Civic Theater, St. Louis County 
outdoor playhouse, was announced 
yesterday by the board of direc- 
tors, which pointed out, in a state- 
ment of its decision, that “this is 
not a permanent closing of the 
Civic Theater but a war emergency 
measure.” 

“In view of the national emer- 
gency requiring the conservation 
of rubber and thévprospective ra- 
tioning of gasoline,” the statement 
said, “the Civic Theater, which is 
dependent upon auto and bus 
transportation, will not open this 
season, By this act, the Civil The- 
ater board believes it is acting in 
accordance with the wishes of the 
President of the United States and 
the national plan to conserve rub- 
ber.” 

The organization, of which Gor- 
don K. Carter is president and di- 
rector, had made plans earlier to 
open, with its operation to be built 
around a short but continuous sea- 
son in midsummer and a.company 
of professional actors from New 
York or ~Hollywood augmented 
with local talent. But the rubber 
and gasoline situation and the fact 
it could get no promises of bus 
tuansportation brought about an 
abandonment of plans. 

The idea of using professional 
actors resulted both from the de- 
veloping guest star plan of recent 
seasons and from the shortage of 
capable local actors. 

THis season would have been the 
Civic Theater's fifth. Since attend- 
ance and number of performances 
had been increasing each season, 
and since such guest stars ag Philip 
Merivale, Ian Keith, Guy Robert- 
son, Doris Patston and Jack Shee- 
han had appeared under its aus- 
pices, the Civic was already count- 
ed among America’s successful 
“strawhat” theater ventures.

The name-bands and 
concert artists played to more than 
130,000 men in 183 volunteer per- 
formances. Thirty-two entertain- 
ers, including stars of screen and 
stage, were sent in overseas units 
on four separate trips to off-shore 
bases and played to an undisclosed 
number of service men. 

During the period that all 24 
winter shows were operating, 550 
entertainers were on the road ex- 
clusive of 137 managers, advance 
agents, stage hands and electri- 
cians. During this period, admin- 
istrative expenses for the opera- 
tion of USO-Camp Shows were 3.68 
per cent of total expenses.

have had a number of high spots 
eliminated to conform with Gov- 
ernment-regulations, says Kirkland, 
but it is still possible for the sum- 
mer traveler to see the sights al- 
though sight-seeing busses are no 
longer available. The Columbia 
Highway trip has been abandoned 
and there will be no tours to Port- 
land, Seattle, San Francisco, and 
Los Angeles, he says. 
Busses which meet trains will 
continue to function but these may 
not: be used for sight-seeing. In 
the National Parks busses which 
are the only means of transporta- 
tion will also continue to: operate. 
Tours are also being arranged 
with a view to avoiding the heavy 
traffic which differs in various sec- 
tions of the country. Round ‘trip 
tickets are also available and, ac- 
cording to Kirkland, railroads. are 
encouraging summer travelers to 
purchase round trip tickets because 
this eliminates extra work in of- 
fices where trained employes have 
already been taken over * the 
Government. 


NEW HIGHWAY 


The Pan-American link of the 
world’s longest motor highway 
which will reach from Fairbanks, 
Alaska, to the Straits of Magellan 
will be pushed as a wartime de- 
fense project according to the.

Fishing, Boating and Swimming Among Out- 
door Recreation Found in 
Various Sections. 


Now that the Government is en- 
couraging vacations near home, 
what with tire and gasoline saving, 
many who seek relaxation and a 
change of scene will cate the 
State of Missouri. 

Whether a vacation —— with 
outdoor —2 is planned, or a 
holiday where quiet and leisure are 
the first consideration, a suitable 
spot can be found. 

Lakes and streams for fishing, 
bathing and boating, The James, 
the White, Black, Current, Osage, 
Meramec, Gasconade and St. Fran- 
cis rivers are a few where fishing 
is plentiful and float trips possible. 

Missouri, tenth State in popula- 
tion and eighteenth in size, has 
not only a wealth of resources but 
is also rich in history, and recrea- 
tional possibilities set in smooth 
rolling hills, peaceful valleys, and 
amid timbered woodlands with 
swift streams. 

The first permanent settlement 
made within the boundaries of 
Missouri was St. Genevieve, which 
was established in 1732. By the 
time Louisiana Territory became a 
possession of the United States in 
1808, Missouri had a population of 
20,000 people. 

The westward movement ana 
later the Civil War left historic 
touches on the State. Inhabitants 
of some of the small southern 
towns still point with pride to sites 
which were made famous by en- 
counters between the North and 
the South in the State. 

There are several trails in the 
southern portion of the State 
which are associated with its early 
history. It was during the —* 

an 
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shortly after the establishment of 
New Madrid in 1789 that a public 
road known as El Camino Real 
was laid out. This. road followed 
the Indian trail from New Madrid 
to St. Louis and was the connect- 
ing link between these settlements 
and Cape Girardeau and Ste. Gene- 
vieve. The Santa Fe Trail which 
began at Booneville and moved 
westward through Arrow Rock to 
Independence continuéd in a south- 
westerly direction. The Oregon 
Trail branched to the northwest. 

Perhaps the best know section in 
the State ig the Ozark section. 
This section of rugged, well-tim- 
bered ‘hills, deep valleys and swift 
streams covers an area of more 
than 30,000 square miles and ex- 
tends south and southwest from 
St. Louis into Arkansas and Okla- 
homa. One of the most remark- 
able. features’ is the number of 
large and beautiful springs, more 
than 10,000 in all. Of the 160 lakes 
in the State, the largest are the 
Lake of the Ozarks and Lake 
Taneycomo. 

Springs are’ numerous in the 
Ozarks and some of them rank 


The average daily flow of Big 
Springs is five hundred million gal- 
lons. Blue Spring is one of the 


¢| most beautiful known. Here the 


water is clear and blue and it is 
said a silver dollar can be dis- 
cerned at a depth of fifty feet. 
Caves too are plentiful in the 
Ozark region. Many of them con- 
tain beautiful and unusual forma- 
tions. Missouri Caverns in Craw- 
ford County nearse«Leasburg, Onon- 
daga, Fairy, and Cathedral Caves 
are unusual for formations. Mc- 
Donald County south of Joplin is 
another well-developed cave region, 
and Marvel Cave in the Shepherd 


of the Hills country is said to be 


equal to Mammoth Cave: but. dif- 
fers in structure. 

The Ozarks have become one of 
the outstanding mid-continent rec- 
reation areas. The many resorts 
offer fishing, boating, dancing, 
golf and riding. Game fish are 
plentiful in the cold water streams 


:| mountains, the seashore, and other 


recreational regions, provided va- 


‘| cationists will utilize train accom- 


modations when they are avail- 
able. On the other hand, the rail- 
roads may not have the surplus 
equipment to accommodate every- 
one if the majority of people try 
to travel at the same time.

“Operation of offices and indus- 
tries on six and seven-day weeks 
also is going to be helpful in get- 
ting away from week-end depar- 
ture. habit. Frequently, as much as 
80 per cent of all vacation travel 
occurs on Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday, leaving trains compara- 
tively empty the balance of the 
week. Obviously, such travel hab- 
its are not in harmony with the 


wartime necessity of operating 
trains at maximum efficiency. 
“The splendid spirit of co-opera- 
tion which the American people 
have manifested in altering their 
personal habits in various ways 


their plans, so far as possible, to 
avoid July-August vacations and 
week-end travel peaks. 

“Now, more than ever, travelers 


motor vehicles reduce their speed 
to conserve tires. The Santa Fe 
Trailways has rearranged sched- 
ules over 24 million milés of travel, 
lengthening the running time be- 
tween every station on its sages 
system. 

The travel industry has ex- 
pressed the belief that the Ameri- 
can public will be glad to help re- 
lieve the increasing burden on rail- 
roads and other means of trans- 
portation by following the sugges- 
tions which railroad officials have 
made in the present emergency. 

“T feel the publie generally would 
be glad to go along with the idea 
if they would but realize how much 
it would help out if vacations were 
staggered and started in mid- 
week,” said C. J. Collins, general 
passenger traffic manager, of the 
Union Pacific. According “to Col- 
lins better accommodations could 
be obtained and vacationists would 
greatly assist in relieving the pres- 
sure for week-end railroad equip- 
ment during the heavy summer 
travel months.

Serita Gonzales with a party of 
Spaniards used the first floor ‘of 
the cave as a base for a lead. 

During the Civil 
War a gun powder plant was es- 
tablished in the cavern but was 
abandoned after a portion of it 
blew up. 

Jesse James, Missouri’s own No. 
1 bad man, is said to have used 
the cave as a hideout because it 
was the only place into which 
horses could be run at a full gal- 
lop..He is thought to have taken 
refuge here after one of his fa- 
mous train robberies Whither he 
was tracked by a posse, After a 
three day siege he escaped through 
one of the little known passage 
ways which has recently been dis- 
covered, 

The caverns are filled with un- 
usual and ‘fantastic formations. 
Stalactites by the hundreds hang 
from the ceiling in one of the 
rooms and are reflected in the 
mirror-like waters. These forma- 
tions range in color from pure 
white through grey to a brown. 
Among the most realistic forma- 
tions are the stage curtain and the 
wine room where grape-like clus- 
ters hang from the walls. Paths 
have been laid throughout the 
cave and many of the formations 
are picked out with colored lights 
and “spots.” 

The recently discovered and ex- 
plored underground river in the 
cave which*has been opened to the 
public is said to be among the 
largest of its kind in the country. 
The new cave shows evidence of 
having been used as a den for 
wild animals. Elk and bob-cat 
tracks have been found as well 
as bear wallows. 

The origin of the underground 
river which contains blind fish 
has not been found. The stream 
was much larger in times gone 
by as is evident from various types 
of clay which have been left on 
the cavern walls at much higher 
levels than the present day one,
